40 More POW's 
To Arrive Today 


TRAVIS AIR FORCE BASE, Calif. (AP) - 


Forty more liberated American prisoners of war 
arrive here today, following the joyous Valen- 
tine's Day arrival of 20 men who had been in 
Communist hands for as long as eight years. 


"For over seven years that I was a prisoner of 


war, I never shed a tear. In the last two days, 
I've shed many tears — not of sadness, but of 
joy," was Lt. Col. Harlan P. Chapman's 
homecoming comment. 


The Fremont, Calif., officer, the first returning 


Marine, was among the first planeload of former 
POWs to arrive Wednesday at Travis, the 
jumping-off point for 2.2 million fighting men 
over the past decade. 


Two other former prisoners arrived home 


Tuesday under less happy circumstances — to go 
to the bedsides of seriously ill mothers. 


The 40 former prisoners of war arriving today 


are to be aboard two aircraft flights today are 
from Clark Air Base in the Philippines. The first 
is scheduled to land at about 1 p.m. EST and the 
second two hours later. 
Two Texas POW's 
Unite with Families 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP) - Honored to be 


"the first to return to our Lone Star State," two 
young Texans ended a long journey home to 
freedom and families from prisoner of war 
camps in Vietnam today. 


Air Force Capt. James Ray of Conroe and Arm 


S.Sgt. Ken Wallingford, now from Austin, 
arrived at Kelly Air Force base at 2:32 a.m. CST 
and emerged smiling from a C9 medical 
evacuation plane seven minutes later. 


Ray made a brief statement he had written on 


yellow paper, which he said was for both himself 
and Wallingford. 


While Wallingford's parents awaited a reunion 


with him across town at Brooke Army Medical 
Center, Ray's parents and sister, Mr. and Mrs. 
Leonard F. Ray of Conroe and Mrs. Ann Duncan 
of Denver, Colo., were standing in the chill night 
air on the Klly runway to hug him. 


"We are proud to have served where duty 


called," said Ray in his prepared statement. 


He offered condolences to Mrs. Lyndon B. 


Johnson on the recent death of the former 
president—"my first commander-in-chief," Ray 
said. 


Ray also mentioned "the families of those who 


will not be returning." 


He said, "God bless you in time of tribulation 


and God bless America." 


In the small crowd greeting the two men were 


six relatives and about three dozen newsmen, the 
only outsiders allowed on the base as Ray and 
Wallingford stepped from the plane under a full 
moon. 


Wallingford, 24, already knew he would find a 


girl he left behind, although he thought she would 
be married by now. 


Ray was accompanied off the plane by a 


brother, Leonard F. Ray Jr. who flew to meet 
him and came back with him en route to Wilford 
Air Force Medical Center at Lackland Air Force 
Base. 


The two former POWs had changed planes on 


the West Coast, where they separated from 
others in a group of 20 returnees in the first large 
batch to leave Clark Air Force Base in the 
Philippines for the United States. 


Wallingford was released Monday in South 


Vietnam after less than a year in captivity. 


Ray, 31, was captured nearly seven years ago. 


Jones Explains NJC's 
Black History Lack

"We were not aware that this 


was "National Black 
History 


Week," Dr. Ben W. Jones, 
Navarro Junior College president 
said when asked what NJC was 
doing in observance of the week 
designated to pay special tribute 
to all blacks who have con- 
tributed to the American culture 
during the past 354 years. 


Dr. Jones explained that the 


college does not have a program 
in black history studies. "The 
trend of black history studies 
seems to be going out of the 
college curriculum," he said. 


Dr. Jones explained that black 


history studies are very popular 
at the senior college level. 


"The 
trend toward 
black 


studies is going out, when we get 
into this, we are speaking of the 
junior, senior, or graduate who 
takes these courses as a history 
major," Dr. Jones said. 


"In the junior college we try to 


give all students the basic college 
program that can prepare them 
for life type situations," he said. 


Jones explained that in the 


past, textbooks were not oriented 
toward what contributions blacks 
have made to America. He ex- 
plained that today textbooks are 
being re-written to include 
contributions that many blacks 
have made to the American 
culture. 


Although there are 125 black 


students at NJC, there is only one 
black librarian on the staff and no 
blacks are on the educational 
staff. 


In explaining why there were 


no blacks in the classroom as 
instructors, Dr. Jones said "We 
don't have much turn over in 
personnel. Each year we are 
flooded with applications for jobs 
and this past year we only 
received five applications from 
blacks," Dr. Jones said..

Reports in a Dallas newspaper 


that Corsicana-based Wolf Brand 
Products is being seriously 
threatened by spiraling beef 
prices are "highly overstated," 
company president 
Herbert 


Johnson told The Daily Sun 
Thursday. 


Johnson stressed that a tem- 


porary suspension of production 
of chili and beef stew announced 
Tuesday "is not at all uncommon 
in our industry." 


In a letter sent out to direct 


buying customers Tuesday, Wolf 
Brand announced it was tem- 
porarily withdrawing some of its 
products from sale until the 
government approves a price 
increase for its products to meet 
an unprecedented increase in 
meat prices. 


"Until we get some relief either 


from a drop in meat prices or 
permission to increase our 
prices, we're shifting our 
production into items that don't 
use as much meat and don't use 
such a high grade of meat," 
Johnson said. 


Referring to a story that ap- 


peared in The Dallas Morning 
News this morning as "much ado 
about nothing," Johnson assured 
The Daily Sun the processing 
plant is still "running full blast" 
and there will no personnel 
cutbacks. 


A nine cent increase in the 


price of beef from Monday to 
Tuesday along with the recent 
devaluation 
of 
the 
dollar 


necessitated 
the 
temporary 


production suspension, Johnson 
said. 


"It is simply costing us more to 


make our products than we can 
legally sell them for," he said. 
"Without some sort of price relief 
you'll go bankrupt." 


The same cuts of meat which 


now cost 91 cents per pound were 
selling for 67 cents per pound at 
this time last year, he said. The 
overnight nine cent increase is 


"the largest jump in history as 
far as I know." 


The dollar devaluation has 


caused an increase in the price of 
imported meat. "When we 
devalue downward, it naturally 
makes the other currencies in- 
crease ten per cent," Johnson 
said. 


Although all of Wolf Brand's 


meat is bought fresh from 
markets in San Antonio and 
Dallas-Fort Worth, the increase 
in frozen meat prices, which are 
now higher than fresh meat 
prices, has caused a strain on the 
fresh meat market, he said. 


"It's a matter of a shortage of 


supply and big demand and the 
only substitution would be im- 
ported meat which we don't use. 


"The thing that concerns me as 


a processor ... is we're the only 
industry under this straight- 
jacket control," he said. Under 
the Phase 3 guidelines of the 
Nixon administration, the food 
industry is the only industry that 
must give prior notice of price 
increases, Johnson said. 


While other industries may 


increase their prices as their 
costs increase, food processors 
must request a price increase 
from the Price Commission 
before they can pass along their 
increased costs, he said. 


Wolf 
Brand 
is 
presently 


collecting information necessary 
to request a price increase which 
will be filed with the Price 
Commission 
through 
Wolf 


Brand's parent company, Quaker 
Oats, according to Johnson. 


"They have 30 days to approve 


or disapprove an increase," he 
said. If a request is not answered 
in 30 days it is automatically 
approved. 


Johnson said his desk is full of 


orders for chili and beef stew but 
if the company bought enough 
beef to fill all the orders at the 
present prices, "we would lose 
our shirts." 


"The stores are a long way 


from being out of chili and we're 
still shipping every day," he said. 


Bail Bond: A 
to Freedom or Ticket to Jail

Money, not guilt or innocence, 


determines who will remain in 
jail waiting for his day in court. 


In 
Navarro 
County, 
the 


decision of who will stay in jail 
cssts with two justices of the 
peace and two judges, each with 
differing opinions on how the 
bond system should work, and 
upon bondsmen, who are in the 
business to make money. 


From the time an accused 


person is booked in County Jail 
until his case is finally disposed 
of in court, he is at the mercy of 
the judges and the bondsmen. 


The first and perhaps the most 


important person in the bond 
system encountered by the ac- 
cused is the justice of the peace 
who sets the amount of the bond. 


USUALLY WITHIN 12 HOURS 


after a person is placed in County 
Jail he faces either Justice W.H. 
Tipton or Justice G.W. O'Neal, 
who officially charges the person 
with a crime, informs him of his 
rights, and sets bond. 


"A whole lot depends on what 


kind of crime a person is charged 
with when I'm setting their 
bond," 
Tipton 
said. 
In 


misdemeanor cases, which are 
transcribed to County Court, the 


bonds range from $500 up, Tipton 
said. For felonies, which are 
handled by the District Court, the 
minimum bond is usually $750. 


"Bond is not set for guilt but to 


guarantee the court the person 
will be present when his case is 
called," Tipton said. 


The "severity of the offense" 


determines how high he sets a 
bond, O'Neal said. 


According 
to 
"Texas 


Jurisprudence, Second Edition," 
Texas statutes state that when a 
judge is setting a bond he "is 
required to exercise a sound 
discretion having in view the 
purpose for which bail is taken 
and the financial ability of the 
accused to give bail." 


Neither Tipton nor O'Neal 


mentioned 
considering 
the 


financial position of an accused 
person when setting a bond. 
Apparently the only time either 
of the justices considers the 
ability of a person to pay a bond is 
when they want to make sure a 
bond is set high enough that a 
person can not pay it. 


IN ONE CASE where a person 


was charged with possession of 
marijuana, O'Neal said "I set 
bond at $5,000 and I know he can't 
make it. He sure was an ugly son- 
of-a-bitch," q'Neal added. 


Both justices denied that such 


things as appearance and race 
affect the amount of the bond. 
However, one morning four 
weeks ago Tipton remarked, 
"Some old nigger man tried to 
murder a farmer last night so I 
put a $100,000 bond on him." 


Justices also have the option of 


releasing an accused person on a 
personal recognizance bond 
which involves no money, only a 
promise to appear in court. 


Two 
examples 
of 
the 


discretionary powers of the 
justice of the peace in setting 
bonds occurred two weeks ago. 


Sandy K. Stillwell, 22, of 


Andrews, was arrested Feb. 27 
for possession 
of marijuana. 


Tipton set the bond at $100,000. 


"I SET IT THAT HIGH 


because I knew he couldn't make 
it," Tipton said. "I didn't want 
him out there peddling that stuff 
to kids." 


Four days later, the father of a 


local N.J.C. student walked into 
Tipton's office and said his son 
had been arrested by the City 
Police 
for 
possession 
of 


marijuana. Tipton told the man 
not to worry, his son would be 
released 
on 
personal 


recognizance. Tipton kept his 
word, and the young man was 


placed on a $5,000 personal 
recognizance bond while the two 
out-of-town men arrested with 
him remained in jail on $5,000 
bonds. 


Tipton denied that the only 


criteria for getting a personal 
bond is knowing the judge. "I set 
a personal recognizance bond 
when I know a person, know he 
has roots, and know he will be in 
court." 


When asked if this practice 


were discriminatory against 
persons who didn't know the 
judge, Tipton said "It may be." 


After the accused has had his 


bond set, he is allowed to call an 
attorney or a bondsman. 


"WE GIVE THEM A LIST of 


the phone numbers of all the local 
attorneys and bondsmen," Jailer 
Roy McNeal said. "There are 
only two bonding companies in 
town, (E.D.) Chick Reed and 
Jack Omberg. But Chick Reed 
takes most of the bonds here," 
McNeal said. 


At this point the accused must 


decide whether he wants to stay 
in jail for perhaps six months 
waiting for trial or pay the 10 to 15 
per cent fee charged by a bond- 
sman. 


In a normal DWI case, the bond 


is set at $500 which means the 
T 


accused person will have to pay a 
bondsman at least $50 if he wants 
to leave the jail. For a $100,000 
bond, the going rate is $10,000. 


Regardless of whether the 


person is adjudged guilty or 
innocent, and regardless of 
whether he shows up in court, the 
bondsman gets to keep the fee. 


And, regardless of guilt or 


innocence, if a person can not 
afford to pay the fee, he remains 
in jail. 


If he decides to pay the price, 


the accused person is put through 
a barrage of questions over the 
telephone by the bondsman: 
"Have you ever been convicted of 
a crime before? Where do you 
work? How much money do you 
make? Do you have a family? Do 
you own your own home? Do you 
own any property? How soon can 
you pay?" 


BONDS CAN BE POSTED by 


anyone who can prove to the 
sheriff's satisfaction that he owns 
at least twice as much property 
as the amount of the bond ex- 
cluding homestead property, 
automobiles, 
furniture 
or 


property owned by a spouse or 
children. 


The sheriff must determine 


either by personal knowledge or 
thorough investigation whether a 


surety has enough property to 
back a property bond. 


According to County Judge Rob 


Dunn, an accused person has 
another option although it is 
rarely used. A cash bond for the 
entire amount of the bond may be 
deposited with the sheriff, Dunn 
said. 


Although Chick Reed was the 


first 
name 
mentioned 
by 


everyone at the courthouse 
connected with bail bonds, the 
owner of Chick Reed Real Estate 
and Insurance was not willing to 
say much about his bonding 
business. 


"I don't know anything about 


bail bonds," Reed said. "I've 
only been in the business for a 
year or so and I'm getting out of it 
soon." Reed claims the bond 
business "isn't worth all the 
trouble." 


Reed denies he has much to do 


with bonds but at the Feb. 2 
docket call of the County Court 
Reed was there to see that 18 of 
his clients showed up for court 
appearance. 


In some cases Reed would go 


before Judge Dunn with the 
accused person, being the closest 
thing to legal representation 
some people had. 


REED EVEN PAID THE 


*™NE for one woman who told 
Judge Dunn she did not have the 
money for her fine and would 
have no way to provide for her 
three children if she were put in 
jail. 


However, several cases later, 


when a woman said she could not 
pay her fine and told the court she 
had six children at home with 
nothing to feed them and that her 
electricity, gas and water had 
been shut off, Reed refused to pay 
her fine. 


Dunn agrees that Reed is 


nearly an official of the court and 
said his services were almost 
indispensable. "Chick plays an 
important part in my court and 
he does a good job," Dunn said. 
"Chick always gets his people 
into court." 


Almost always. There are 


approximately ten cases still 
pending in County Court in which 
Reed's clients have failed to 
appear.

High Prices Cut 
Grain Surplus 


WASHINGTON ( A P ) - 
Hitfli 


farm prices and huge export 
orders for the first time in 25 
years are clearing i>overnment 
cupboards of grain surpluses, a 
once-bothersome 
mountain 
of 


wheat and corn that cost tax- 
payers $1 million 
a 
day 
to 


store. 


Only a year ago, the Nixon 


administration faced the pros- 
pect of a growing grain surplus 
and nursed worries that farm 
prices, sensitive in a presiden- 
tial campaign, would plummet 
by fall. 


But the now-famous sale of 


400 million bushels of wheat 
last summer to the Soviet Un- 
ion changed it all. Further or- 
ders for wheat and feed grain 
came in from other countries 
and prices jumped. 


Wheat rose from $1.32 per 


bushel last July to $2.38 in 
January, the most farmers en- 
joyed since 1947. Corn and oth- 
er feed grains also have gone 
up. Soybeans, the hottest item, 
have gone out of sight. 


Grain stocks holdings are on 


the verge of being liquidated 
entirely for the first time since 
the late 1940s when the United 
States was helping feed war- 
torn nations. 


A year ago the Commodity 


Credit Corp. in the Agriculture 
Department 
owned 
outright 


some 372 million bushels of 
wheat and 144 million of corn, a 
relatively small amount of dec- 
ade-ago standards. 


The CCC wheat supply was 


down to 27G million bushels by 
last Jan. 1 and corn holdings 
were cut to 140 million. But 
USDA officials say the figures 
do not tell the full story. 


"If it weren't for the trans- 


portation situation, we would 
already have been cleared out 
of grain, I'm sure," Glenn A. 
Weir, associate 
administrator 


of the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service, said 
in an interview. 


"Even if it eases this spring, 


we would soon be out of busi- 
ness. As it stands, I don't know. 
But we hope everything will be 
gone quickly," Weir said. 


The CCC is the buying and 


selling arm of the Agriculture 
Department. 
When 
market 


prices are low, farmers take 
out 
price 
support 
loans on 


grain. If prices do not improve 
before 
the loans mature 
or 


come due, farmers can let the 
government take over the grain 
and thus satisfy the loan. 


That is how the taxpayer, 


through CCC, became owner of 
1.1 billion bushels of wheat and 
1.4 billion of corn in the early 
1960s. It seemed the surpluses 
would never end. 


But tighter acreage controls, 


a mini-boom in the 
mid-lUGOs 


and rising exports, mainly for 
wheat, helped dissolve the sur- 
pluses. Consumers began eating 
more meal and extra corn was 
needed. 


Now, it appears to Weir and 


other USDA experts, the de- 
mand for more wheat and feed 
grain is on such a solid footing 
that all government-held stocks 
soon will be depicted. 


As a result, Agriculture Sec- 


retary Earl ],. But/, has or- 
dered more land back into pro- 
duction this year. In all, offi- 
cials say, farmers will idle only 
about 20 million acres in 197.'! 
under 
crop "set-aside" pro- 


grams. 


I*t.st year, when it appeared 


the surplus problem was get- 
ting out of hand again, fanners 
idled 
more 
than 
GO million 


acres. 


The programs have been ad- 


justed also to save taxpayers $1 
billion in direct crop payments, 
estimated at around $2.5 billion 
for this year compared with 
$.15 billion in 1972. 


If farmers plant as much 


corn as they may under the re- 
laxed acreage-control program, 
department 
experts 
think 
a 


record crop will be harvested 
next fall. 


That will not add to the sur- 


plus, the department says. Ex- 
ports and U.S. feeders will need 
that a year from now. Mean- 
time, there is no "shortage" of 
feed grain—only a light supply 
situation. 


More wheat also is needed 


and farmers are expected to 
boost spring plantings sharply. 
Winter

Still waiting for the moment 


she can see her father who has 
been a prisoner of war in North 
Vietnam since 1966, Gini John- 
son, a student at Navarro Junior 
College, said late Tuesday she 
will not know when or where he 
will arrive in Texas until the 
family is notified to meet him. 


"I'll stay here (at Navarro 


Junior College) until I hear 
something from my mother", the 
19-year-old brunette said. She 
speculated that her father might 
be sent to Sheppard Air Force 
Base but this was not certain. 


She was only in the seventh 


grade and 13 years old in Piano, 
Tex. when her father, Col. 
Samuel R. Johnson, was reported 
missing in action after his F-lll 
was shot down in North Vietnam 
on April 16,1966. American pilots 
reported they saw his parachute 
on the ground. It was not until 
April of 1968 that Col. Johnson 
was listed as a prisoner of war 
rather than on the missing list. 


The first letter 
from Col, 


Johnson was received by her 
mother in April, 1970, according 
to Miss Johnson. lllt was right 
after Ross Perot went over there 
trying to get in (to see the 
prisoners). Other letters have 
been received since then. 


A second-year sophomore 


majoring 
in 
elementary 


education at NJC and a resident 
in one of the campus dormitories, 
Miss Ginn went home to see her 
mother in Piano Friday. She 
stayed there when she found out 
her father was scheduled to be 
released. 


"I found out Saturday af- 


ternoon that he was one of the 
TOW's released. I was shopping 
with my mother and younger 
sister at the time they called my 
grandparents with the good 
news," she said. 


She said her father was on the 


third plane-load 
of 
prisoners 


which arrived in the Philippines 
at about 3:35 a.m. Monday. An 
NBC cameraman and two other 
network personnel filmed the 
Johnson family in the livingroom 
of their home in Piano as they 
watched Col, Johnson and other 
prisoners get off the airplanes at 
Clark Air Force Base in the 
Philippines.
